W agner is quoted in press dispatches as talking 
freely of his escapades. 
He ran away from home 
when he was 14 years of age, a mistake he was not 
the originator, nor will he be the last to make it. 
He joined a traveling show and went about over 
the country. 
His claim ia that he first encountered 
trouble with the law when he was “fram ed” on a 
barge of theft. L ater|he killed a deputy sheriff in 
i successful effort to escape.. Going to Tennessee 
he killed two more officers who sought to arrest 
him. 
His fourth and fifth victims were claimed id 
Arkansas, after he had engineered a successful es­ 
cape from the Tennessee prison while facing sen­ 
tence to the electric chair.

TO AMERICA’S ADVANCEMENT. 
Dr. Charles W. Eliot, grand old man of Harvard, 
is dead and American education has lost one of Its 
truest friends, wjf-

F o r; 46 years President Eliot remained as 
.IhS 
directing head of H arvard, long recognized ask not 
only one of the leading educational institutions of 
America, but of the world. 
Born in Boston when 
Andrew Jackson was president of the United States, 
Charles W. Eliot became president of H arvard when 
he was but 37 years of age and served that great 
university for 40 years before his retirem ent at the 
age of 75» 
His advice in public m atters, 
although 
given 
sometime with a quantity of pepper which was not 
always entirely satisfactory to his listeners, was 
always appreciated and I*»8 counsel will be missed. 
His views, the Associated Press says, sometimes 
were regarded as “bitter,” but the Associated Press 
points out th at after describing football as more 
brutal than prize fighting, he saw a game between 
Harvard and the Carlisle Indians, under changed 
rules, which he admitted was a big improvement. 
When Harvard was considering race distinction 
of candidates he declared, “ I am opposed to every 
form of racial distinction in the universities of our 
country.” f* 
In a discussion on “the religious future,” he said: 
‘The fear of hell has not proved effective to deter 
man from wrong doing, and heaven has never been 
described in terms very attractive to the average 
man <>r wqggfafc** ' 
During the war he m aintained “the hope of the 
world lies in complete co-ordination between the 
British Empire and the United States.” 
Puritans found little favor with him, “they took 
the joy out of work and life,” he once wrote. 
He was an ardent foe of liquor and predicted that 
there would be a modification. 
He caused a stir when he said: 
“Whoever is fa­ 
miliar with the genealogy of the New England fami­ 
lies that have come down from the 17th 
century 
knows that the commonest cause for the decline or 
extinction of the families have been abuses of itself.” 
His recipe for longevity was a “sound body unim 
paired by excess and plenty of exercise, moderation 
in eating.” 
“Exercise should be taken regularly, though al 
ways in moderation,” he advised. “Une of the chief 
objections I have to combat nowadays is th at they 
over exercise.” 
The foregoing reminds the w riter of a story once 
attributed to Dr. Eliot, indicating that he was not 
without a keen sense of humor. 
He is said to 
have told a friend that one of the things about the 
Harvard students which he never could understand 
was their attitude toward him. 
OiSoon after he became president of Harvard, one 
night he heard two students talking on the campus, 
one declaring in a whisper he had not thought heard: 
Beat it, here cornea old Eliot.” 
Years afterward, 
President Eliot had a similar experience, with the 
exception that now the warning had become: “Beat 
it, here comes Charley,” 
As president of H arvard and aa author of many 
books, President Eliot contributed a great deal to 
the advancement of education in America and in his 
J death tbq nation suffers a keen loss.
